) PRODUCTION STAFF 


Robert Peterson, (Concert Choir Director) has been musical director of 
several musicals at Edina High School - “Mame,” “No No Nanette," 
“Gypsy,” “Guys and Dolls,” “Oklahoma,” “Hello Dolly," “How to Succeed in 
Business Without Really Trying,” “The Fantasticks,” “The Music Man,” and 
“Fiddler on the Roof." The Concert Choir won a national choral competition 
in St. Louisin 1982 and in Orlando last spring (1988) and was invited to per- 
form in the National Cathedral in Washington, D.C. in April of 1983 and 
again in 1989. The Concert Choir has also appeared at the Ordway Music 
Theatre with the Greater Twin Cities Youth Symphony. Two years ago, the 
Concert Choir appeared ina series of “Young People's Concerts" at Orches- 
tra Hall with the Minnesota Orchestra and toured the Philadelphia and New 
York areas in the summer of 1987. In December of 1987, Peterson directed the Chamber Singers on a con- 
cert tour of Japan. The highlight of Mr. Peterson's years at Edina was the opportunity to direct the chorus for 
the musical “Chess” in last summer's production for the “New Sweden" festival in Bloomington. In the past, 
Peterson taught choral music at the University of Minnesota and directed choirs and musicals in the Armed 
Forces Overseas Schools in Japan, Germany, and Belgium. His professional singing has taken him to the 
Edgewater Inn, Schieks Cafe, the St. Paul House in Shakopee, McGuire's in St. Paul and the Golden Valley 
Country Club. 





Randy Winkler (Choreographer) We are pleased to have Randy join our 
staff for this year's "Current Jam." Randy has toured nationally for two years 
with the Illusion Theatre before settling in the Twin Cities. He has appeared 
at Chanhassen in "Joseph and the Amazing Technicolor Dreamcoat," 
“Annie,” and “My Fair Lady." He has directed “Tintypes” and "Jargonauts 
Ahoy!” for the Minnesota Opera as well as working with Actor's Theatre, 
Chimera and the Paul Bunyan Playhouse. He has choreographed and dan- 
ced in the Summer Pops Concerts with the Minnesota Orchestra and in 
1983 received the Twin Cities Drama Critics Kudo Award for Outstanding
